Adventure with Australian Bushrangers.

In the early days of the colony of New
South Wales it was nevir safe to travel in
ibe bukh gnless vary well armed. No one
was safe from the robbers—known ss bush-
rangers—who Infested the country, and
many a oallcoach driver was shot dead,
fiis coach compintely sackad Im search of
gold and the unforimnate passengers robbed
of their money, luggage and often left tied
to tress untll rescusd by ethaer travalers,
Most of the bushrangers at that Llime
wore eacapsd convicts who, not daring to
be seen in the town, wers obliged to live In
the mountain eaves; and whan they got to
hiear of & mailoonch being likely to pass
with gold for the bank they Iaid thelr plans
to rob it on its journay to the city.

Now these are almoat things of tho past,
for there are branch banks In ayery part of
Jhe coloniem and ooney Is so securely
guarded thint there is very little prospect of
suceess for a bushranger. Still now and
again we hear of coaches being robbed and
farm houses or *‘sheop ranches'” beiug s«
tacked by these daring men,

Only a faw vears ago Melbourne was
thrown into & state of fright by the news
of & gang of bushrangers shooting a police-
vrooper dead who went Lo arrest them for
stenling horses. They escaped, and, em-
barking in a career of crime, for some time
were successful in evading justica by hiding
themeelves in cayes in the Strathbegle
Hanges; but one day they were eaptured by
some mounted pollen. They were tracked
to & minall wooden bullding whers liquor
was sold, kepr by & woman named Jones;
